Response to Affidavits and Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 

The Affidavits and Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 5/16/2008 is sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 1,3,5-13,22,26-33,35-37,45,47-56,58-60,62 and 63 based upon 
Baum et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,567,083. Therefore, the Final Rejection dated 10/17/2008 is 
withdrawn and a Notice of Allowance is issued in the present Office Action upon further 
consideration and search of the prior arts. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The claims 1, 3, 5-13, 22, 26-33,35-37,45,47-56,58-60,62 and 63 of the amendment of 
12/17/2008 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of 
the claims 1,3,5-13,22,26-33,35-37,45,47-56,58-60,62 and 63: Nothing in the prior art 
anticipates or suggests a scan conversion process which operates using a floating point format 
and a frame buffer for storing a plurality of color values in the floating point format within the 
claim limitation of "a rasterization circuit coupled to the processor that rasterizes the primitive 
according to a scan conversion process which operates using a floating point format; and a frame 
buffer coupled to the rasterization circuit for storing a plurality of color values in the floating 
point format", in a computer system of the base claim 1. The claims 3, 5-13, 22, 26-33,35- 
37,45,47-56,58-60,62 and 63 are allowed for the same reasons set forth above.
